Committee Votes 
To Tighten FHA 
Approves Section Reijuimig 
Lender to Take Part of Risk

WASHINGTON 
<£»)—-The senate banking committee 


voted today to .tighten up the federal housing administra- 
tion home repair loan program, a major target of recejit 
scandal charges. 


It approved a new section in the 


National Housing Act which would 
require lenders to take 15 per cent 
of the risk on each home repair 
loan they make. 


The government now In effect 


underwrites 100 per cent of the 
loan.and has full responsibility for 
making defaulted loans good to 
the" lender. 
..

There have .been complaints^ for 


years that the home repair pro-, 
gram was being abused, with some 
home owners being high pressured 
by unscrupulous salesmen and con 
tractors into borrowing money on 
jobs that sometimes turned but to 
be shabby work. Also, the com- 
mittee has received testimony that 
swimming pools and tennis courts 
have been financed with the aid of 
FHA-insured repair loans. 


The committee voted unanimous- 


ly to retain the present ceiling of 
$2,500 on home-repair and 
im- 


provement 'loans and the present 
repayment period of three years. 
President Eisenhower had asked 
congress to up the maximum loan 
to $3,000 and extend the term to 
five years. 


Only lenders which are super- 


vised by a state or federal agency 
would be allowed to participate in 
the program under language adopt- 
ed by the committee today. And 
drastic restrictions would be laid 
down on the types of improve- 
ments allowed. '

. 


The committee * also approved'a' 


brand new program of government 
aid today .for. financing the pur- 
chase of home trailers. It set up a 
mortgage insurance program for 
mobile homes under, which'the 
FHA could guarantee 75 per cent 


of trailer mortgages up to a maxi- 
mum loan of $6,000. The lender's 
risk would take up the remaining 
25 per cent. The loans would run 
five years.

force nurse, who was, captured, by -the Vietminh when Djen Bien Phu 
fell, will be freed today, a Vietminh delegation source here said. 


The source said his delegation 


had received the, information in a 
telegram from 1 the >Vietminh high 
command in Indochina. 


It was presumed the nurse would 


be flown out'of, Dien Bien Phu by 
helicopter, along with wounded 
French prisoners.' •

Miss De Galard, 'a pretty blue- 


eyed 29-year-old.from Paris, was 
the only woman with the Dien Bien 
Phu garrison during 42 of the 56 
days of siege before it fell to the 
Vietminh legions. 


She had flown into the fortress 


by helicopter on March 27; plan- 


ning to fly... out with a load of 
wounded. But rebel artillery de- 
stroyed her plane and kept others 
from landing.

"The boys have invited me to 


stay for the siege," she cheerfully 
messaged out to her mother in 
Paris,' Countess 'de • Galard Ter- 
raube.

think that Eisenhower has been 
"fully advised" on the full impli- 
cation of the White House secrecy 
order. 


McCarthy also said he was re- 


newing today a request to Ste- 
vens for "all the information 
about the Peres* matter" and 
would not allow "all thin hullaba- 
loo" to obscure what he called 
the case "that net off the charged 
against Carr, Conn and myself." 


McCarthy said he would de- 


mand the names "of those re- 
sponsible for the promotion, hon- 
orable discharge" and stateside 
duty, orders for ex-Maj. Irving 
Perens, an Army dentist whom 
he has called a "Fifth Amend- 
ment Communist." 


He said Steven* "promised"-to 


give him the information a long 
time ago, and "I think we should 
have it now." 


in a maneuver obviously aimed at 
seeing that the onus is not laid on 
the administration if the hearings 
are not resumed, and further to cut 
the ground from under the conten- 
tion by Sen. McCarthy that a pres- 
idential secrecy order makes it 
impossible to get the full truth. 


McCarthy Unmoved 


But McCarthy indicated he still 


feels that if the presidential order 
stands there should be a quick end

U.S., France Pushing

deadlock on Indochina tightened another notch.

lew duys would continue regard- 
less of how the Geneva parley pro- 
gressed. 


Here in Geneva, the nine-nation

ident Eisenhower, comment- 
ing on shipment of arms from 
Red Poland to Guatemala, 
said today it would be a ter- 
rible thing if a\ Communist 
dictatorship were established 
on this continent. 


Eisenhower made the statement 


nt a news conference in which he 
also said he has no intention ot 
rescinding or relaxing his order-, 
prohibiting disclosure of what went 
on at a Jan. 21 meeting of high ad- 
ministration officials dealing with 
the army-McCarthy dispute. 


He denied that the order was de- 


signed to halt Uic senate inquiry 
into the row between Sen. McCar- 
thy (R-Wis) and the army. Ha 
said, he wants the hearings con- 
tinued until all of the main issues 
have been resolved. With empha- 
sis, he said he is for letting tho 
chips fall where they may and for 
getting the facts out.

Terrible Thing 
^ 


As for.the-situation on Guate- 


mala, the President was question- 
ed with relation to the State de- 
partment announcement Monday 
night that quantities of arms have 
been 
shipped 
to that''' Central 


America'country from the Port of 
Stettin tn Communist Poland. 


Elsenhower called that disturb- 


ing,'. >nd added' that the situation 
highlighted -the reasons why an 
anti-Communist resolution recently 
was adopted at the Inter-American 
conference In Caracas. 


Then he said that to have a Com- 


munist dictatorship established as 
an outpost on this continent would 
be a terrible thing. 


On Segregation 


On other subjects the President 


had this to tay: 


Segregation—In a response to a 


question, the President said he has 
not the slightest advice, for tha 
South on how to carry out the su- 
preme court decision holding that 
segregation of whites and Negroes 
in public schools is unconstitution- 
al. 


, The President added, however, 
that he was sworn to uphold the 
Constitution and that he Intends to 
do", just that. 


Asked whether the court decision 


may have placed his southern po- 
litical supporters on a political hot- 
spot because the ruling was handed 
down during the regime of the Re- 
publicans, the President shot back 
that the supreme court is not un- 
der any administration. 


• The President also was asked 
whether the court ruling: might 
alienate some of his personal sup- 
porters in the south. His reply was 
that he has stood always for hon- 
est, decent government and always 
will. 


Make Own Decisions 


So far as political support is 


concerned, he added that the 
voters will have to make their own 
decisions on that. 


Southeast Asia—Eisenhower said 


it might be possible to form a 
united front against Communism 
|n Southeast Asia without the par- 
ticipation of Britain. Asked wheth- 
er the United States would act 
without Britain, he replied that it 
depended on the attitude of the 
proper- Asiatic nations and Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 
i Atomic energy, pool — He was 
asked about reports that there had 
been a breakdown in negotiations 
with. Russia on creation of an 
atomic pool for peaceful purposes 
a* he proposes last Dec. 8. The 
president said he is studying just 
as hard as he can to find some 
way .the United States can move 
ahead in some enlightened way 
without,'as he put it, waiting for 
the rest.

Super Skyhook 
Soars 22 Miles 
Scientists to Spend .Year 
Evaluating Information 


MINNEAPOLIS (.?>— Scientists 


Mid today it may take as long as 
R year to evaluate information 
gathered by the "Super Skyhook," 
a huge plastic balloon which soar- 
ed more than 22 miles into the 
sky above Minnesota Tuesday. 


The immense bag was 282 feet 


long, about the size of an 18-story 
office building. The balloon came 
down on the farm of Marvin Arndt, 
two miles northeast of Madison 
lake. 


"It looked like a jumble of bed- 


sheets com'e loose from a clothes- 
line." said Wilbcrt Harty. a neigh- 
bor of Arndt's who spied the de- 
.flated plastic slithering to the 
earth. The 50-pound cylinder of in- 
struments came down near Fan- 
bault. 


Experts who tracked the bag 


through radio signals said it reach- 
ed an altitude of between 117,000 
nnd 122.000 feet. That would be a 
record for this, type of balloon, 
constructed of polyethylene film 
about half the thickness of a hu- 
man hair. 


The balloon, constructed by Gen- 


eial Mills. Inc., for the Office of 
Naval Research, was the largest 
of about 1,200 similar plastic ,bags 
that have been sent aloft in the 
past several years. 


The expei^mcnts are aimed at 


.gathering information on cosmic 
rays, weather data and other facts 
from 
high altitudes. Tuesday's 


flight covered a pattern of about 
80 miles, south and west of Minne- 
apolis. 


The bag remained aloft about 


nine hours? after its release from 
nn airport near Minneapolis. It 
was deflated by an automatic rip- 
cord device which released the in- 
struments and tore the plastic.

tor : stop inhaling until the question 
is settled.

if you don't inhale, ss^ys Dr. Rich- 
ard Overholt, one of the country's 
leading chest surgeons. 


Overholt, who says '.'there's no 


question" in his own mind that 
there is an "association" between 
heavy smoking — with accompany- 
ing inhalation — and some cases 
of lung cancer, told reporters at 
the 50th anniversary meeting of 
the National Tuberculosis Assn. 
last night: 


"The public ought to be warned 


that there is a possibility of such 
an association, and we ought to 
urge them to stop inhaling smoke 
until the issue is settled."

WASHINGTON W- The United 


States formally pledged today to 
provide "military equipment and 
training: assistance" to Pakistan'* 
armed forces. 


The agreement, bitterly opposed 


by India, was signed at Karachi 
by Pakistan's foreign minister Sir 
Mohammed Zafrallu Khan, and 
John Kenneth Emerson, American

main line to customers, and a huge 
underground storage field in West 
Central Illinois. 


The company said that after the 


program is completed it would be 
able to deliver to its customers 
1.425,000.000 cubic feet of gas daily, 
an increase of about 50 per cent 
over present capacity.

The underground storage field

Waverly. Millions of cubic feet of

300 miles of new pipe, a 40 per

House Study of Foundations Is 


Starting on Shaky Ground 


-It may surprise some people to learn there is more than 


one investigation under way in congress theseJays, 1but it 
is a fact 
And one of them, led by Rep. Carroll Reece of 


Tennessee, seems to have gotten off to a very unpromising 


- 
Reece heads a special house committee set up last sum- 


mer to study operation of the nations tax-free educational 
and philanthropic foundations. 
Since then the committee 


staff, has engaged in research in preparation for the public 


•• nearings currently in progress. 
. 
-This is the second time the foundations have been exam- 


ined in'the.past two years. In 1952 a committee headed by 
the late Representative Cox of Georgia eyed these organiza- 
tions suspiciously but concluded by urging that there be more 
of them. Reece disapproved of the verdict, and served no- 
tice of intent to reopen the inquiry. 
It was natural that when Reece proposed a new com- 


mittee he would voice doubts about the wisdom of founda. 
tion programs and policies. Without some such complaint, 
he could hardly hope to win his point that a fresh look was 


T*£*f*l 111 T*A(i 
As it turned out, however. Reece went to extremes, sug- 


gesting the foundations were in a "diabolical conspiracy" to 
further socialism in the United States. 


What is even more astonishing, his staff research di- 


rector Norman Dodd, has led off the new hearings by pre- 
senting publicly a staff report which offers "tentative con- 
clusions" before any open testimony has been taken. If any 
committee has ever previously resorted to this baffling tac- 
tic, it escapes memory. 
One would imagine that, as with most committees, the 


preliminary staff report would be for the private guidance 
of the inquiring lawmakers, to enable them to direct the 
public questioning pointedly. 


Dodd did not rest with that- 
He stated conclusions 


which, though often couched in fuzzy language, appeared to 
support in a general way, Chairman Reece's "indictment" ^ 
last summer. 


vHe suggested that the foundations, in financing educa- 


tional, social and other experiments, were operating in viola- 
tion of the "public interest." A sample: 


"It seems incredible that the trustees of typically Amer- 


ican, fortune-created foundations should have permitted 
them to be used to finance ideas and practices incompatible 
with the fundamental concepts of our Constitution." 


This sounds indeed ominous. But as he- enlarged his 


approach Dodd disclosed that it is perhaps the mere fact 
of social change in the past 50 years that may be troubling 
him. 
The country's outlook has altered markedly toward 


wider acceptance of internationalism and of a magnified role 
for government in domestic affairs. 


Dodd complained the foundations have both "taken ad- 


vantage" of this change and contributed to it. Is he thereby 
suggesting they should have helped instead to freeze the na- 
tion's thought and action in the patterns of the past? 


In a country proud of constant change, the committee 


may be hard put to demonstrate that change is some sort 
of sin. 


And it may be even harder to show that foundations, 


like Carnegie, Rockefeller and Ford, which have poured out 
copious funds to advance our understanding and our wel- 
fare, are engaged in a devilish and subversive plot against 
the American people.

Warm Weather luducive 
To Increase in Polio 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


As summer In the Northern 


Hemisphere progresses tha fre- 
quency of polio as well as the fear 
of that disease increases by leaps 
and bounds. 


While it is not strictly correct to 


speak of the "polio season," warm 
weather almost invariably brings 
an increase in the numbei of cases 
of polio.

The chances that a youngster 


will not be stricken by polio are 
much better than that he will. 
Nevertheless there are few if any 
diseases which cause as much fear 
or near panic as polio, pricipally 
because of'the severe effects which 
it so often produces and the mys- 
terious way in which it appears to 
strike. 


One of the most important steps 


in combating polio is to make the 
diagnosis as soon as possible so 
that 
treatment 
can 
be begun 


promptly. This is particularly diffi- 
cult because the first symptoms 
often resemble those of an ordinary 
cold or mild infection. Paralysis is 
usually delayed for several days. 
' No two natlents who contract 
polio show exactly the same symp- 
toms. The best remits from treat- 
ment, therefore, require judgment, 
skill and experience in order to 
choose those methods best suited 
to the particular victim.

ant, 
but good nursing, physical 


therapy and other treatments are 
becessary to get the best results. 


Many hospitals are now well 


equipped to handle patients with 
polio. Much of this has been made

URBANA—Bedtime is just an- 


other routine in the day. Treat it 
in a matter-of-fact way, and your 
child will learn to accept it in that 
way.

"You can 'make bedtime more 
njoyable for both you and your 
hild," says Dr. J. Richard Such- 
nan, child development specialist. 
University of Illinois. Make sure 
hat during his last waking hour 
ic plays quietly and is not excited. 
Jstening to records oij stories is 
always good, so long as they are 
tot too frightened or stimulating, 
'retendihg will often lead him 
ight to bed. If he plays cowboy, 
ell him. that all cowboys need 
heir sleep. Chances are that he'll 
go without any trouble because he 
eels grown up and important.

You should set a regular time 
or your child to go to bed and 
hen stick to it. There will be spe- 
cial occasions when you'll want to 
make, exceptions. But make sure 
vour child understands why the 
exceptions are made and that they 
are exceptions. As long as you are 
air and he. understands, he will 
accept the limits you impose. 


A child has a lot of interesting 
hings happen to him each day. 
Vhen bedtime rolls around, these 
activities must cease for a while.

Remember 
hat with understanding and com- 
non sen.se you can avoid bedtime 
Battles.

KANSAS CTTY W-Anybody who 


goes back and sits on the front 
porch of h'ia boyhood will find he 
really hasn't learned much about 
life that he'couldn't have found out 
if he had never strayed from that 
porch. 


Any single city block in Ameri- 


ca, over a period of time, Vill re- 
flect all the major joys and sad- 
ness, the defeats and victories, 
that a man will encounter if he 
travels the whole wide world to 
study the fabulous human race. I 
am SUM this is equally true of a 
city block in Naples, Tokyo. Mos- 
cow, Berlin, Paris , or Buenos 
Aires. 


The other night 1 sat all alone 


under a bright moon on the steps 
of an old white house my lather, 
now dead, bought 33 years ago. I 
looked up and down the silent 
street and wished God had made 
me a novelist. 


For every darkened home along 


that 600 feet of asphalt cried out 
with stories of lives, twisted or 
firm, that would be remembered 
by many millions—if only Thomas 
Wolfe had lived in one of the 
houses, or Balzac, or Thomas 
Hardy, or Tolstoy. 


It is only an average middle- 


class street—no different from ten 
thousand others—yet in only a 
single generation what power of 
passion, for good and bad, it has 
win! 


Every sin that Moses fought 


against had been committed, and 
many more, by the people who 
dwelt there—from wife theft to 
homicide, suicide, adultery, bnb 
eiy, robbery and neglect of par 
ents. Yet at any time in the last 33 
years I have knonw this one block 
there were always—and still are— 
homes where Jesus Christ could 
come and feel that, after 2,000 
years, he was not forgotten. 


Just sitting there in the moon- 


light, looking up and down the 
etreet, I could see: 


The house where an old lady, 


bowed with, the woes that come to 
a woman when her children go 


wiong,, met death bravely and 
graciously. 


The house where husband and 


wife, locked in an indomitable 
marital duel, never spoke to one 
another. Through th'e years the 
wife, when dinner was ready, 
would say to the nearest of a half 
dozen kids, "Tell your Pa the 
food's on the table." 


Sitting there in the moonlight, I 


could recall well the sins and gos- 
sip of the elders from the time of 
my childhood.

Miners, Operators See Output, 
Jobs, Consumption All Limping 


By SAM DAWSOS 


PITTSBURGH W) — Coal mine 


operators and miners alike look 
do\vn a dreary road today. Output, 
consumption, Jobs, work weeks, all 
are limping. 


Lower prices would help sales, 


thus Jobs—but how' to cut them? 


Two days from now some of the? 


soft coal mine operators are plan- 
ning to meet in Chicago to see 
what can be done. They' think 
Uncle Sam could help—and have 
definite Ideas how. 


If they also have any ideas about 


squirming out (rom under con- 
tracts with the United Mine Work- 
ers, with their high wage rates 
and welfare fund royalties—well 


John L. Lewis has just publicly 
stated he'd take a very dim view 
of coal companies' trying to work 
on an open shop basis. He indi- 
cated that his men would take an 
actively antagonistic view, too. 


Some of the big operators around 


here aren't hurting so, much. In 
the last 18 months, seeing this day 
coming, they've cut off marginal 
mines, concentrated on more prof- 
itable ones.* But many of the little 
fellows have closed down. 


Only about 280,000 miners are 


reported working now, compared 
with 400.000 two years ago. 


One thing both owners and min- 


ers want to see is some govern- 
ment action to stop the flow of 


fowlgn wridual oil Into this coun- 
try, which coalmen say undercut* 
their markets. 


They're also feuding with the 


railroads over freight rate hikes. 
They want government agencies to 
make the roads cut rates for the 
ailing coal industry. The rails used 
to be one of the coal's biggest cus- 
tomers. 
During the war they 


bought around 10 million tons a 
month. Tfiis year it's down to little 
more than one million a month, 
thanks'to the change-over to diesel 
engines. 


Executives in the big coal com- 


panies here say you may have to 
wait five or six years to se* the 
day again when coal, unaided by 
government, can hop* for an as- 
sured even break with its rivals, 
oil and gas. 


They base that on the belief— 


maybe just the hope—that by 1960 
petroleum production in this coun- 
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try will have reached its peak. Oil- 
men don't go along with that, of 
course. But coalmen contended that 
when the peak is reached, oil com- 
panies will have to step up product 
return from their refineries, 
if 


they're to mak'e money, and thus 
will have less residual oil to ped- 
dle in competition with coal.

• WASHINGTON 1/R—The Supreme 
Court is making plans to hear ar- 
guments on,, Oct. 32—the earliest 
possible date—on the form of the 
final, decrees to carry out its de- 
cision ending segregation of Ne- 
groes and whites in public schools. 


Court Clctk Harold B. Willey 


said today he hopes the arguments 
can be completed in one day. The 
nine justices will then weigh the 
matter in closed conference before 
issuing the decrees, perhaps short- 
ly after the arguments, possibly 
months later. 


The court, after ruling Monday 


that segregation of public school 
pupils because of race violates the 
Constitution, permitted delay in the 


j final decrees to give officials in 


J the 17 Soutiidrn and Border states 


j affected time to work out plans 
for segregation. * 


District ot Columbia officials an- 


nounced Tuesday they planned to 
integrate schools by the opening 
of the new fall term. President 
Eisenhower was quoted as express- 
ing an interest and ashing to be 
kept informed on progress.

District of Columbia, are South 
Carolina. Virginia, Delaware and 
Kansas. Other states which require 
or permit segregation in public 
schools were asked to file "friend 
of the court" briefs by Oct. 1 tell- 
ing of their status on integration. 


The only state to hint at open 


defiance was Georgia. Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook said he would refuse 
to take part in the October hear- 
ings. Gov. H e r m a n Talmadge. 
backing Cook, called the hearing 
an invitation "to help select a 
knife to cut our heads off." 


While disappointment was voiced 


elsewhere in the South at the de- 
cision, most official* felt the prob- 
lem could be worked out if ap- 
proached gradually and reasonably. 


How-To Integrate 


One issue awaiting the October 


hearings is whether 
integration 


should be ordered immediately or 
gradually. 


Some court observers said it was 


most likely that the Supreme Court 
itself would issue detailed decrees 
where necessary, rather than ask- 
ing the aid of special masters or 
of lower federal courts. This would 
speed up the final step. 


Observers said A state which 


fails by October to report steps 
toward integration could be order- 
ed forthwith to admit Negroes to 
any of its schools. 


Several methods of enforcing the 


segregation 
ban were suggested 


Tuesday by attorneys. 


Negro parents could go into low- 


er federal courts and sue for dam- 
ages from school officials who re- 
fuse to permit their children to 
enter white schools. The Supreme 
Court could hold such school of- 
ficials in contempt. Or the officials 
might be subjected to criminal 
prosecution 
for 
denial • of civil 


rights, under the Federal Civil 
Rights Act.
